Story of a Stone. 


John Gardner, a tanner living at 


Navarre, Ohio, has a stone among his 
collection of curiosities which he says he 
took from the inside of a hone in Eng- 
land in 1832. It is nearly round, is four- 
teen inches in circumference, and weighs 
forty-four ounces—nearly three pounds. 
Mr. Gardner says the stone was found 
near the animal's back bone in the 
abdomen, and that it was not attacked 
to the flesh. He thinks it was formed 
by the fine dust from mill-stones being 
in 'the' chop feed which was fed to the 
horse, as in those times the chop con- 
tained considerable stone dust from the 
fact that just after dressing the mill- 
stones the miller ground chaff to clean 
the burrs. 
Mr. Gardner thinks the 


•tone dost was absorbed from the 
stomach by the tissues of the abdomen, 
and there collected into this huge" ball, 
and that this ball striking the heart of 
the animal caused its sudden death, as 
it was well at night when turned out to 
pasture but dead next morning. Thii 
atone has decreased in weight six ounces 
in fifty years, thus showing that the 
substance composing it is volatile to a 
certain extent.—CincinnatiCommercial.

tions of scientific men can find no 
protection against the attacks of

reaching Omaha, it blew at the rate 
of fifty miles an hour. Between the 
North Platto and Omaha the storm 
moved in a zigzag direction, some 
points being visited severely with 
wind, hail and rain, while other 
places 
almost entirely 
escaped. 


Wherever 
it struck 
considerable 


damage was done to crops, particu- 
larly between Kearney and Alda, and 
in the vicinity of Clark's and Chap- 
man's stations, and at Beuton. From 
Millard, twenty miles west of Omaha, 
the storm seemed to be the severest, 
and in this section great damage was 
done to crops. No buildings were 
demolished or lives lost on tbe main 
line of the Union Pacific railroad or 
in the country north.

A married woman may mortgage

It is hardly pleasant to remember 


that when the empress of Russia 
came to be present at the birth of 
the first child of the grand duchess 
of Edinburgh, although she was ex- 
ceptionally a guest at Buckingham 
palace, and in spite of substantial 
acknowledgements to all the officials 
on the scale of munificence custom- 
ary to the imperial court, the bill 
was handed in for all expenses in- 
curred by her and her suite during 
her .four weeks' stay.

Virginia Wine Production. 


Virginia is another state in which 


wine growing has become a promis- 
ing industry. 
The industry was 


commenced in 1869 by two Germans 
ou favorably located hill sides of the 
Blue Ridge range, and the crops 
were disposed of in New York. By 
1877 these pioneers were producing 
nearly 3,000 gallons of wine annu- 
ally. Last year they had thirty-sev- 
en acres 
under cultivation, and 


turned out 3,500 gallons. This year 
they expect to make out of their own 
grape crop, combined with those of 
neighboring vineyardisto who have 
had the good sense to imitate their 
example, from 8,000 to 10,000 gal- 
lons. At first they sold their wine 
through agents, bnt now they have 
determined to be their own middle- 
men, and are doing well at it. The 
two counties of Nelson and Albe- 
marle at present produce together 
from 50,000 to 60,000 gallons annu- 
ally.
